There can be no disagreement 
with the policy of offering 
facilities to private enter- 
prise to compele with 
the government-sponsored 
Radio Hongkong, What 
may cause some doubt is 
whether, in view of the 
already established 
services—the | yovernment 
stations and Rediffusion, 
and the soon- to- be - 
jnaugurated attraction of 
Wired Vision, . private 
capital will be induced to 
take up Government's offer 
of an exclusive franchise 
for a commercial radio 
station. 


The initlal costs for an under- 
taking of this nature are 
high, with profits wholly 
dependent on revenue from 
the sale of broadcasting 
time—a market which has 
imaginable limits in a 
Colony the size of Hong- 
kong. The terms of the 
tendera published yester- 
day, however, are reasonble 
and because of this may 
attract interested parties. 


Noticeably the operators of a 
commercial station ure to 
be given, a free hand. There 
are no strings attached 
such as being compelled to 
relay any ‘Radio Hong- 
kong programrnes, or the 
station’s programmes re- 
quiring official = npproval 
before being “ broadcast; 
though rightly so Govern- 
ment applies the saving 
clause that in selecting the 
successful applicant It will 
choose the scheme which 
it considers will best serve 
the public interest. 


Nevertheless, while freedom 
of policy und selection of 
programmes is un obvious 
right of any company 
which secures a franchise 
for « commercial radio 
station, it is necessary to re- 
member that its programmes 
will be heard outside of 
Hongkong and there should, 
therefore, be some guaran- 
tee that it will not. brond- 
east material that might 
embarrass the Hongkony 
Government or its citizens. 
There should be no 
dif_lculty in arranging such 
a matter, but it [s some
